NEW YORK. N. Y„ June 17.— The cooling 
hreezes of Long Island swept over another large 
attendance at Jamaica today which witnessed the 
first running of the Rainbow Handicap and five 
other races which engaged horses of ordinary 
ealilier. The Rainliow was captured by Joint San- 
ford’s gallant little gelding Tippity Witchet after 
a contest which was somewhat marred by tie- ill 
racing luck encountered by the heavily supported 
favorite. Lncnllite. at the rise of starter Cassidy’s 
barrier. The Sanford candidate had the licst of 
the start and s[»ed away to a lead which he never 
relinipiislh'd and finished in tilin' that equaled the 
track record, with jockey Davies easing him slightly 
at the end with Lucnllite, after a strong stretch 
effort, following a length and a fraction behind. 
Lion d’Or. which had endeavored to supply the early 
contention, trailed them. The patrol judge and 
starter reported that Lncullite stumbled right at 
the start. 

J. W. McClelland’s Peter Quince filly Phantom 
Fair showed a clean pair of heels to those opposed 
to her in the opener and won pulling up five lengths 
to the good. 

King Herod’s defeat in the second was a stun- 
ner to the followers of form. He was backed to the 
exclusion of everything in the race, and after 
flattering his admirers by leading to the stretch 
suddenly tired, and after being passed by Elected 
II.. just managed to hold Marmite safe for sec- 
ond place. Elected II. ran » nploodid race, followed 
King Herod closely from the start, and when lie 
tired raced to the front ami drew away in the 
final eighth. 

Albert A. was another favorite to fail his back- 
ers, third to Benevolent and Our Nephew being the 
best lie could do. Our Nephew was the pacemaker, 
hut readily fell a victim to the powerful closing 
rush of Benevolent when the latter challenged after 
rounding the last turn. 

Little Wessler’s overconfidence resulted in the de- 
feat of a heavily supported choice when lie eased 
up Wilfrcda in the final three-sixteenths, where 
the filly was apparently winning easily. Rice’s de- 
termined finish mi the eventual winner. Goaler. 
which had suffered much interference, aroused much 
enthusiasm from all but the backers of Wilfrcda.

Charlcote. which nci-essitatcd the old jumper being 
retired to the farm at Warrenton. Vn. 

Jockey A. Johnson was suspended for five days by 
starler Cassidy on Monday.

NOTABLE IMPROVEMENTS AT AQUEDUCT 

Seating Capacity of Stand Has Been Enlarged and 
Other Conveniences Provided. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., June 17. — When the Queens 
County Jockey Club throws open its gates Monday. 
June 23, visitors will find the Aqueduct course 
as spick and span as any on the metropolitan cir- 
cuit. Many improvements have been made this 
snring under the watchful eye of President Shevlin, 
chief among them lieing tlie moving of the former 
field stand, which is now a part of the main struc- 
ture. That portion of the former grandstand which 
was not in keeping with tlie demands of tlie racing 
public of tislay lias been entirely eliminated, with 
tlie result that there is now a seating capacity of 
6.990 and every chair commands a perfect view 
of tlie course. Tlie new stand has an additional 
deptli of five rows and there is a broad promenade 
in the rear. Tlie remodeled structure is thirty- 
five feet longer than the old building, and the 
clubhouse to tlie upper end is more than 690 feet. 
There are numerous approaches to the stand for the 
accommodation of tlie public and president Shevlin 
is certain liis club will have ample facilities for 
the throngs, which are confidently expected on 
Brooklyn Handicap day, July 4, ami on other occa- 
sions. 

A notable factor in the improvements is n velvety 
lawn which extends almost to the eighth post. Tlie 
bright green harmonizes with the huff and brown 
of the stand and clubhouse. Formerly there was a 
deep depression between the grandstand and the 
field stand, but this lias been filled to grade and 
superintendent Brennan lias a fine growth of grass 
on the new surface. 

SHELTER IN CASE OF RAIN. 

There is ample space beneath the stand now for 
shelter in case of rain. New and more commodious 
quarters for caterer Stevens are also noticeable, and 
there are additional retiring rooms for both male 
and female natrons, ns well as one exclusively for 
chauffeurs near the unloading platform, at the upper 
eml of tlie stand. 

Sixteen additional boxes have been built behind 
the press stand and those have nearly all lieen sold, 
according to the report of treasurer I’onrtney. This 
will give a total of fifty boxes in all, excluding 
those in tlie clubhouse. 

The ground formerly covered Dy the field stand 
has been utilized for additional parking space anil 
tli" re is now accommodation for many thousand 
ears between the eighth post and the stand. The 
trees which were planted along the avenue lending 
from the entrance have grown nicelv and are a de- 
cided ornament to the cinder path driveway, which 
will, before next season, be replaced by one of 
Monmouth County gravel. 

Since last autumn a new receiving barn of thirty- 
six stalls lias been built adjacent to the paddock for 
tlie temiioRiry care of horses which may lie shipped 
from Jamaica, Belmont Park or Gravesend. It is 
tlie intention of tlie management to build a rail 
around tlie paildoek proper so that patrons who wish 
to view the horses at close quarters will be safe- 
guarded from accident.

The day’s upsets were inaugurated with Stiles 
Knob. On liis last performance lie was held to lie 
much the best, hut he was eliminated as a contender 
with tlie running of the first quarter. He never 
was regarded seriously as a consistent performer, 
and few were surprised at his off showing tills 
afternoon. v 

Archie Alexander, under Robinson’s good ride, 
managed to just last long enough to win by a nose 
from the fast coming Hidden Jewel. 

Luke’s Pet showed much improved form in the 
seism it race and won easily. The daughter of Luke 
McLuke raced into tlie lead at onee and held tlie 
race safe in the stretch. Maize taking second place 
and Alsace, the favorite, third. 

Harvest King was the favored one in the third 
race, but he was an easy victim for Tippo Sahib. 

Annette Teller, which in a former race when 
ridden by Morys raced poorly, ran in strikingly con- 
trasting form in tlie fifth race under Murray’s 
guidance and led for practically the entire way to 
beat the supposed good thing. Burgoyne, with" tlie 
favorite, Bobby Allen, failing to get a portion of 
the purse. 

In _ spite of the interference she suffered frr.m 
Bonnie Tess was good enough to land the sixth race, 
and beat Crystal Day and Antoinette. Jockey Con- 
nelly, who had the mount on Hatbiide in this race, 
was held responsible for the jam that came on the 
first turn and was suspended for five days by the 
stewards. 

Showery weather ruled throughout the afternoon, 
and at one time a downpour seemed imminent, hut 
tlie track continued fast throughout and tlie at- 
tendance was again of generous numbers. 

GOOD PROSPECTS FOR CANADIAN RACING. 

George M. Hendrie, president of the Windsor 
Jockey Club, expressed tlie belief this afternoon 
that with tlie signing of peace there was a good 
prospect for a resumption of racing in Canada. AH 
tlie tracks in tlie Dominion are fully prepared for 
a resumption of tlie sport at their plants on short 
notice. If the order in council is revoked, jiermit- 
ting racing, there will in all prohablility be a seven 
days’ meeting at each of the tracks under the 
jurisdiction of the Canadian Racing Associations, 
but no meeting of longer duration than seven days. 
Windsor or Fort Erie will hold the initial meeting. 

Matt J. Winn was advised today by one of liis 
representatives in El Paso, Tex., that not withstand- 
ing many shells fired into the nice track at Juarez, 
no material damage was inflicted on the plant and 
that the buildings did not suffer in the slightest.

NEW ORLEANS. La., June 17. — Havana racing 
interests are working overtime toward assuring for 
next winter at the CiiIkiu track the greatest season 
of thoroughbred racing ever lickl on the island, 
and at the same time detract considerably from Hie 
success of the New Orleans racing. Since Oriental 
Park lias passed into the hands of its new owners, 
general manager C. J. Fit* Gerald and other offi- 
cials of the Havana course have been working in- 
cessantly among the owners of the large mid bet ter 
class stables with a view of inducing them to nice 
in Cuba next winter. The success of their plans 
means that many of those that formerly raced here 
at tlie Fair Grounds will lie among the missing next 
winter, unless the local racing organizations start 
a campaign «.f their own. 

Immediate action is necessary. Ed Austin, well 
known through racing circles all over tile country, 
returned the other day from New York, and he says 
tlie situation demands attention. 

According to Austin, tlie Havana people are beiul- 
ing every effort toward winning away from New 
Orleans tlie Is-st and higgrst strings. And with 
lust winter’s deplorable track, stable and drainage 
conditions here, many of these desirable stables are 
apt to lend an ear to tlie Havana argings. 

Those who were here have carried with them re- 
|M>rts of tlie | h tor drainage, tlie wretched track and 
tlie leaky barns. As Sam Hildreth expressed when 
asked why he hadn’t come down last winter: “Be- 

lieve me. I’m sure glad I didn’t.” 

Nothing but jMtsitivc assurance to these kind of 
horsemen of a vast ininrovemcnt in conditions here 
is going to persuade tlie iM-st of them — those who 
have valuable horses and who want them pro|ierl.v 
eared for — to take another fling at tlie local s|M>rl. 
The time to lay this as assurance licfure them is 
now: every day they are signing up for stable room 
at Havana. And where the wealthy horsemen and 
big stables go, there will go the tourist and the 
winter visitors.
